The Examination of Witnefies for the Indiéiment 
was not fiulfiaed till near 6 at Night, and thofe for the 
Prifoner not till after 1 o’Clock this Morning. After 
fumming up the Evidence (by his Maiefty’s Sollicitos ) 
for proving the Prifoner’s Firing among imnocent Peo- 
ple, and giving Orders fo to do, the Heinoufnefs of 
thefe Crimes was molt learnedly fet forth. The Evidence 
fer the Prifoner tended in general to prove his innocent 
Behaviour al] the Time mentioned in the Inditment, 
and the Provocation the Populace gave him to aét an- 
other Part; all which was very judicioufly argued by 
Mr. James Graham, jun. At z in the Morning the 
Jury inclofed (with the Proof and a Plan of the Place 
of Execution) about g o’Clock they broke up, and at 
4 this Afternoon are to return their Verdict to their 
Lordhhips. 

Briftol, Fuly 24. Lat Wednefday were apprehended 
without Lawford’s Gate, by virtue of Warrants iffued 
by Edward Webb, Gent. one of the Coroners for the 
County of Gloucefler, Anthony Farrier, who keeps 
the Bull Alehoufe in George-itreet, Benjamin Pope, 
Gingerbread-Baker, and one —— Dowars, Soap-boiler 
and Chandler, and his Son (whofe Houfes were defac’d 
by the Mob in the late Riot) charg’d on the Coroner’s 
Inqueft With malicioufly and wilfully murdering one 
Sarah Williams. It feems this poor Woman had a 
Brother, one Nathan Pick, that was tried at Gloucefter 
the laft Affize, upon two Indiétments, one for Felony 
in entering a Houfe, &c. during the Riot, and another 
for a Mifdemeanor, but was acquitted of the former, 
and found guilty of the latter. Warrants being out for 
apprehending him, and many others (found guilty of 
the Riot, but abfconded) Pick was accordingly met 
with by the faid Perfons, who had undertaken to ferve 
the Warrants, about three Weeks fince, without the 
Gate, while in Company with the Deces‘ed and her 
Husband ; but Pick making great Struggle. cfcape, 
he was beat unmercifully, and the Deceafed ir fering in 
order to pull him away, received iuch vioient Strokes 
with a Staff over the Breaft, as unhappily prov’d her 
Death ; in the Buftle her Brother got clear off, and fhe 
with her Husband were detain’d in Cuftody for a Refcue, 
and accordingly both committed to Gloucefter Gaol, 
where lingering in great Mifery, fhe expired lait Sun- 
day, pofitively afferting that her Death Wounds were 
given her by Dowars, his Son, and Pope. The Sur- 
geon that open'd the Body on the Inqueft, gave it his 
Opinion, that fhe died of the Wounds in her Breatt. 

The faid Perfons were convey’d to Gloucefter Gaol 
laft Thurfday in the Afternoon, efcorted by a {trong 
Guard ; bur fuch a Crowd were affembled on this Occa- 
fion, the Day they were apprehended, as rendei’d their 
being mov'd fooner dangerous, left fome Outrage might 
be committed; and tho’ it was poftponed till the next 
Day, the Crowd were again very numerous, and could 
not be prevented from pelting them with Dirt, &c.
